Judge D ewitt S. Crow set H odge’s 
bond at $100,000, which was P u t 
up by Nathan Strum, a profession­ 
al bondsman, and William C. Hen­ 
ry, a Lake Springfield neighbor of 
Hodge. 
Hodge’s attorney, Arthur M. Fitz­ 
gerald, asked and was granted 30 
days in which to withdraw the p ie* 
and enter motions to quash tile 
indictment. 


Believe “Covering* Someone

As Hodge entered the historic 
Sangamon County courthouse for 
his arraignment, a newsboy stood 
on the courthouse lawn shouting, 
“Why Hodge stole; read all a b o u t 
It.” 
Hodge arrived at the courthouse 
in a dapper blue suit and blue tie. 
He was accompanied by F itzger­ 
ald, Strum, Henry and William R y­ 
an, a politician friend.

Pennsylvania had eight, V irginia 
and Alabama had four ta c h and 
Kentucky had three. Illinoi*. In d i­ 
ana and Ohio each reported one 
mine fatality. 
There has not been a m ajor 
mine disaster 
since Novem ber, 
1954. A m ajor disaster is described 
by the bureau as one in which fiv e 
or m ore men are killed.

CHICAGO (U.P> — More than IOO 
emergency clinics were expected to 
inoculate a half a million persons 
within the next two weeks as Chi­ 
cago's polio total continued 
to 
mount. 
Dr. Herman Bundesen, Board of 
Health president, announced that 
several Chicago area hospitals will 
adm inister Salk anti-polio vaccine, 
in addition to 50 inoculation cen­ 
ters. 
“W e’re fighting against time to 
get the children immunized before 
the peak polio season arrives in 
early August,” Bundesen said. “We 
can lick it if the people cooperate 
with the inoculation program.” 
The highest one-day count this 
year was reported as 28 more vic­ 
tims were struck by the crippling 
disease, raising the year's total to 
328. 
The death of a 19-month old 
infant increased the fatal roster to 
nine since January. 
At this tim e last year, 45 cases 
and two deaths had been reported.

The House voted 373 9 Wednes­ 
day to cite Miller for contempt be­ 
cause he refused to identify for 
committee on un-American activi­ 
ties persons with whom he attend­ 
ed allegedly procom munist meet­ 
ings in 1947. 
The citation was sent to the Jus­ 
tice Department which has final 
say on whether or not to prosecute 
Miller. 
The maximum penalty for 
conviction on a contempt of Con­ 
gress charge Is one year in prison 


and a $1,000 fine on each count. 
Seven other former witnesses be­ 
fore the committee also were cited 
by the House. They were Otto Na­ 
than, New York University pro­ 
fessor and executor of the estate 
of the late Albert Einstein; George 
Tvne, New York actor; Elliott Sul­ 
livan, also a New York actor; Peter 
Seeger, an entertainer; Mrs. Anne 
Yasguar Kline. John W. Simpson 
and William E. Davis, all of St. 
Louis. 
The committee did not ask the 
House to vote on its recommenda­ 
tion that Negro singer Paul Robe­ 
son be cited for contempt.

The House had passed a 
measure to raise postal rates by 
430 million dollars. 
Speaker Sam Rayburn said he 
j thinks Congress will quit for the 
, year some time Friday. 
The Senate was hitting a faster 
I clip for the time being than the 
House. It passed a $3,770.000.(WO 
foreign aid money bill, a $2,100,- 
000,000 military building measure, 
a $1,500,000,000 rivers and harbors 
bill, and several other pieces of 
legislation in quick succession. 
The social security liberalization 
bill made progress toward enact­ 
ment when Senate-House conferees 
agreed on a final version. 
Both 
houses were expected to complete 
action on it and send it to the 
White House today. 
Some Headed for Dump 
Among bills doubtful of passage 
was one providing loans and grants 
to areas suffering from chronic un­ 
employment 
and 
industrial dis­ 
tress. 
The Senate passed it but 
its prospects in the House were 
dim. 
Despite a last-minute telephoned 
plea from President Eisenhower, 
the House killed the proposed 156- 
million-dollar Fryingpan-Arkansas 
project in Colorado. 
Apparently headed for the legis­ 
lative dump were measures to en­ 
courage private development of 
atomic power. One would exempt 
from public utility act restrictions 
utilities which band together to 
build and run non-profit research 
and development reactors. Another 
would provide government insur­ 
ance for private 
atomic power 
plants in event of disaster. 
A parliam entary 
snarl threat­ 
ened the controversial housing bill. 
House m em bers balked at a pro­ 


vision of the Senate version which 
the Senate apparently believed it 
had eliminated. 
Senate Banking 
Committee staff members said the 
disputed provision, involving hous­ 
ing units for the elderly, was left 
in the printed version by mistake. 
In other action the Senate pass­ 
ed by voice vote and sent back to 
the House a bill that would exem pt 
theater admissions of 90 cents or 
less from the IO per cent federal 
tax.

liner Andrea Doria, ram m ed by 
the Swedish liner Stockholm, sank

south of here a little more than 
an hour after the last of her 1.635 
passengers

were removed in a dram atic fog- 
shrouded rescue operation. 
The big Italian liner slid 
be­ 
neath the w aters of the Atlantic 
at 1:09 a. rn. 
EDT. 
The 
Coast 
Guard reported that she sank in 
225 feet of water. 
At midmorning only the fantail 
of the 3-year-old, 29.083-ton liner— 
the pride of the Italian m erchant 
fleet — rem ained 
above 
water. 
Salvage operations appeared im­ 
possible. 
At least four persons were re­ 
ported to have died as the result 
of the tragedy which occurred at 
11:20 p. rn. EDT Wednesday while 
the 
Andrea 
Doria’s 
passengers 
celebrated at a “ last night out” 
party. The huge Black-hulled liner 
was to have arrived in New York 
today. 
Ships Respond to SOS 
American 
Navy experts 
were 
baffled as to why radar equipment 
aboard the liners did not prevent 
the accident which wiped out the 
Italian liner. 
Within 
IO 
minutes 
after 
the 
12,600-ton, white-hulled Stockholm 
knifed into the starboard side of 
the Andrea Doria other ships 
in 
the area, called the “Times Square 
of the Atlantic,” began to respond 
to SOS calls. 
The Andrea Doria 
was unable to put down its own 
life boats 
and its 
passengers— 
among them many notables 
in­ 
cluding the mayor of Philadelphia 
—had to scram ble down 
cargo 
lines 
and nets 
to reach 
rescue 
boats. 
The French liner Ile de France 
turned 
back in its course to Eu­ 
rope to carry out the bulk of the 
rescue operations which attracted 
a score of liners, freighters, trans­ 
ports and Coast Guard vessels.

WASHINGTON (UP) — A House 
subcommittee has called for “dras­ 
tic” overhaul of the nation’s “dan­ 
gerously shortsighted” Civil De­ 
fense policies. 
The House Government Opera­ 
tions subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Chet Holifield (D-Calif) attacked 
the Civil Defense program after 
hearing testimony from 211 lead­ 
ing scientists, government officials 
and other witnesses. 
“The more unprepared we are 
as a nation, the more tempting a 
target we are to the aggressor,” 
the subcommittee said in a report 
released Wednesday night. It call­ 
ed present Civil Defense policies 
based on evacuation weak, ineffec­ 
tive and dangerously shortsighted.” 
Sen. Clinton P. Anderson (D- 
NM), chairman of the Congression­ 
al Joint Atomic Energy Committee, 
said later in the night that any 
Civil Defense program based sole­ 
ly on evacuation “will be a waste 
of money.” 
Civil Defense Administrator Val 
Peterson said Wednesday Opera­ 
tion Alert 1956 which just ended 
demonstrated that neither the Unit­ 
ed States or any other nation will 
ever be completely ready to meet 
the “savage consequences of a nu­ 
clear attack.”
